
Widower to be thrown out of home he shared with late wife for 25 years 

CALLOUS!

A LEIGH man has been told he 
must leave the house he lived in 
with his late wife for 25 years by 
late August - just weeks after her 
death. 

Greg Docherty, 57, lived at the 
home in Blenheim Chase with his 
wife Debbie, who died from brain 
cancer in June. 

Greg has since received a notice 
to quit from Southend Council 
which owns the property. 

The notice calls Greg the 
“unauthorised occupier” and has 
given a date of August 20 for him 
to leave by. 

South Essex Homes, which 
manages the property on the 
council’s behalf, has also written 
to Greg to say that he does not have 
the right to succeed to the tenancy. 

Greg told the YA that Debbie had 
taken up the tenancy with her for¬ 
mer husband before their divorce. 

He said: “The notice to quit was 
dated July 11, exactly four weeks 
after Debbie’s death. 

“I have lived in this house for 
25 years and we brought up four 
daughters and 13 grandchildren. 

“I have been stuck with solicitors 
to try and fight my case and my 
comer.” 

The 57-year-old said Cllr 
Laurie Burton, ward councillor 
for Blenheim Park, and Southend 
West MP Sir David Amess, were 
supporting him in the matter. 

Cllr Burton said: “I am beyond 
shocked at the callous treatment 


Greg has received. 

“To receive a letter addressed 
to the unlawful occupier giving 
him four weeks to get out of the 
house he and his late wife had 
lived in together for a quarter of a 
century shows a startling lack of 
compassion. 

“I call on South Essex Homes to 
treat Greg like a person and do what 
is right in this situation.” 

Sir David brought the issue up 


in a House of Commons debate 
on July 24 and said he was “most 
angry” on Greg’s behalf. 

In a statement, South Essex 
Homes said: “South Essex Homes 
has every sympathy for Mr 
Docherty at what is an incredibly 
difficult time for him and we can 
understand why this situation may 
not seem fair. 

“Unfortunately as this secure ten¬ 
ancy has already been ‘inherited’ 
(passed on) once, legally there are 
no further rights for the tenancy to 
be passed on again.” 

The company said the succession 
process was part of national housing 
legislation neither it or the council 
had any influence on. 


The statement continued: 
“Tenancy succession is in place 
nationally to ensure that council 
housing, which is in high demand 
across the country and locally, is 
allocated to those most in need via 
the local council housing register. 

“In these situations we do try to 
be as sensitive as we can with the 
surviving family members to sup¬ 
port them and advise them of their 
options and will assist Mr Docherty 
with his housing application to see 
if the council has a duty to re-house 
him and also assist with housing 
advice to support him. 

“If the council does have a duty to 
house him, then he will be offered 
suitable accommodation.”

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Seafront pub site set to be 
converted into luxury flats

A PLAN to redevelop a former 
landmark seafront pub into luxury flats 
is set to get the green light when 
Southend councillors discuss the plans. 

The ambitious scheme known as 
Clifftown Shore will see the Esplanade 
pub and adjoining Marriott’s Fish and 
Chip Shop, in Western Esplanade, 
knocked down and redeveloped into 
an apartment block made up of 49 flats 
and two restaurants. 

A planning officer has recommended 
the proposal for approval when it goes 
before the council’s development 
control committee this week. 

Development director James Struth, 
of Beyond the Box Developments 
Limited, said: “Obviously we 
are pleased and delighted by the 
recommendation. 

“We’ve worked very hard with 
Southend Borough Council to agree the 
finer details and we are keen to start 
building as soon as we can so that we 
can improve the eyesore that is there.” 

Two years ago, a planning application 
for 23 flats on the site was approved 
by the council but the plans were 


abandoned last year when the previous 
developer was unable to finalise details 
with council planners. 

Mr Struth said he does not anticipate 
a repeat of the delays. 

“If the council does approve the plan 
we are aiming to start sometime in 
October and the construction of the 
building will create roughly 100 jobs,” 


he said. “We also expect the restaurants 
to create more local jobs once the 
building is completed. 

“It is a beautiful setting, and this is 
a really good opportunity to make an 
enormous improvement to the seafront 
for the people of Southend.” 

The planning officer noted that there 
have been 20 letters of objection, 


with many relating to the size of the 
building and its impact on traffic and 
congestion, but they do not represent a 
strong enough case to refuse planning 
permission. 

The planning document states: “The 
development is of a high standard 
of design that would improve the 
character and appearance of the site and 
would not adversely harm the adjoining 
heritage assets, would not result in any 
material harm to the residential amenity 
of the adjoining residents and would 
provide adequate living conditions for 
the future occupiers of the site. 

“The proposal would not adversely 
impact wildlife or biodiversity nor 
increase flood risk elsewhere and would 
provide appropriate contributions 
towards affordable housing, secondary 
education and highway works. 

“The proposal provides adequate 
parking and would not harm highway 
safety. The proposal is therefore 
recommended for approval on this 
basis.” 

The complex will have no 
“affordable” homes, but the developer 
has entered into an agreement with the 
council to contribute £331,673 towards 
off-site affordable housing. 


Hammer attack appeal 


Bonfire causes barn blaze 


A MAN in his 20s suffered a fractured 
skull after he was attacked by a group of 
men in Westcliff. 

The man was assaulted with a hammer 
and what was described as a bar or 
tube in Burdett Avenue at 3.40pm on 
Monday, July 16. 

The attackers were two or three white 
men and a black man, all in their early 
to mid-20s. 

A police spokesman said: “We believe 
this was a targeted incident and there’s 
no risk to the wider public. 


“Our officers have spoken to several 
witnesses already and the investigation 
is progressing well but we still need to 
talk to anyone who saw or heard some¬ 
thing who we’ve not already spoken to. 

“In particular we want to speak to 
a schoolboy who we think may have 
witnessed part of the assault.”

FIREFIGHTERS rescued almost 20 
animals from a cattery in Westcliff 
near a bam blaze that was started by an 
unattended bonfire, Essex County Fire 
and Rescue Fire Service said. 

Four fire crews were sent to Prince 
Avenue at just after 3.30pm on 
Wednesday, July 25 after receiving a 
report that a bam near the cattery was 
ablaze. 

Crews from Southend, Leigh and 
Rochford, rescued four cats and 15 
hamsters and guinea pigs, as smoke 


from the burning building grew more 
intense. 

Around half of the 15 square metre 
building was alight when they arrived. 

The fire was extinguished by 4.18pm. 

A fire service spokesman said: “Police 
also attended the scene to manage 
traffic control on the A127 due to the 
amount of smoke in the area. 

“The fire was caused accidentally 
after a bonfire left unattended in a 
garden spread to a nearby tree, which 
then ignited the bam.” 


NEWS IN BRIEF 


• THE cause of a fire at a 
block of flats in Southend was 
accidental, said Essex County 
Fire and Rescue Service. 

Firefighters were called 
to the three-storey block on 
Eastern Esplanade just before 
9.30am on Sunday and crews 
reported on arrival that the 
fire was on the first floor. 

The blaze was put out by 
11.30am. 

A fire service spokesman 
said: “The cause of the fire 
was accidental, due to works 
being carried out on the first 
floor balcony. The building has 
been left severely damaged by 
the fire.” 

• WORK to replace steps 
on Belton Hills in Leigh is on 
track. 

Southend Council said the 
first batch of precast concrete 
steps will be delivered to the 
site next weekend. 

There will be further 
deliveries until September 2, 
while other aspects of work 
include installing new hand 
rails and LED street lighting. 

The project is due to be 
completed in the autumn.

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Widow’s legal quest for 
answers over asbestos 
death of her husband 


THE widow of a retired heating 
engineer who died of an asbestos- 
related disease is appealing to her 
husband’s former colleagues to help 
her gain justice regarding his death. 

Roy Rydon, 80, died two months 
after he was first diagnosed with 
mesothelioma - a cancer of the lining 
the of the lung commonly associated 
with exposure to asbestos materials. 

Following his death, his widow 
Norma, 70, instructed asbestos-related 
disease lawyers at Irwin Mitchell’s 
London office to investigate his case 
and help her gain answers as to how the 
illness emerged. 

As part of ongoing investigations, 
the legal specialists are keen to hear 
from anyone who worked alongside Mr 
Rydon at locations in Essex, including 
Essex County Council. 

Alexia Kapranos, a lawyer at Irwin 
Mitchell, who is representing Mrs 
Rydon, said: “This is sadly yet another 
terrible case which highlights the 
tragic impact that asbestos exposure 
can have, with Roy developing 
a particularly aggressive form of 
mesothelioma many years after his 
contact with the material is thought to 
have occurred. 

“We are determined to help Roy’s 
family get answers about the condition 
which led to his death and would 



appreciate more details regarding 
whether he was exposed to asbestos 
whilst working for any of the companies 
in Essex he was employed by.” 

Mr Rydon grew up in Hackney but 
moved to Wickford in the 1960s where 
he worked as a heating design engineer 
for JW Coward Ltd, in Anchor Street, 
Chelmsford. 

In the 1970s he moved to become 
a contracts manager dealing with 


building services installation at Hinton 
Jones Ltd. 

During the 1980s and 1990s, 
he worked in the building services 
department at the county council and 
controlled building services for new 
and old buildings. In all three roles Mr 
Rydon would often have to go inside 
boiler houses. Many at the time would 
have been insulated with asbestos. 

He was diagnosed with the most 
aggressive form of mesothelioma in 
July 2015 and died in September of 
that year. 

An inquest recorded the cause of his 
death as an industrial-caused metastatic 
sarcomatoid mesothelioma. 

Mrs Rydon said: “When more started 
to become known about the dangers of 
asbestos, Roy started to worry that he 
would get this dreadful disease because 
of the type of work he had done. 

“It was awful to see the impact that 
mesothelioma had on him, particularly 
the speed at which his condition 
deteriorated. 

“We would be hugely grateful to 
anyone who can help us get the answers 
we believe we deserve regarding Roy’s 
death.”

ANT-MAN AND THE WASP (12A, 118 mins) 

E ARLIER this summer, larger-than-life 
characters from the Marvel Comics 
galaxy united to combat the threat of 
mighty Thanos in the superhero showdown, 
Avengers: Infinity War. 

However, one miniature crimefighter - 
wisecracking cat burglar Scott Lang (Paul 
Rudd) - was notable by his absence from 
the pyrotechnic-laden combat. 

Peyton Reed’s crowd-pleasing sequel 
neatly explains Lang’s no-show against 
Thanos with a high-octane blast of rip¬ 
roaring entertainment, which dizzies and 
delights in equal measure. 

Adopting a more intimate style of storytell¬ 
ing, Ant-Man And The Wasp choreographs 
outrageous set-pieces without sacrificing 
the broad humour or tender emotion that 
made the original 2015 film a sizeable hit. 

Notably, this is Marvel’s first action- 
packed feature with a female superhero 
proudly name-checked in the title and f 
Evangeline Lilly’s airborne assassin 
dominates bruising fight sequences 
when she isn’t catalysing molten 
on-screen chemistry with Rudd’s 
reluctant saviour. 

Ant-Man’s ability to shrink to 
the size of an insect at the touch of 
his powersuit’s button, or expand to the 
hulking form of a skyscraper-toppling giant, 
is exploited to greater comedic effect in the 
second film with the aid of seamless digital 


effects. A turbo-charged car 
chase along the undulating 
streets of San Francisco is 
particularly memorable when 
the technology malfunctions 
and Scott is unable to revert 
to his usual form and avoid 
drawing the attention of 
hordeslof camera-wielding 
tourists. 

Following the cataclysmic 
events of Captain America: 
Civil War, Scott is sentenced 
to two years under house 
arrest followed by 
three years of 
probation

experiments that will allow them to rescue 
Hope’s mother Janet (Michelle Pfeiffer) 
from the quantum realm. 

A ghostly figure called Ava (Hannah 
John-Kamen) who suffers from molecular 
disequilibrium, black marketeer Sonny 
Burch (Walton Goggins) and lecturer Bill 
Foster (Laurence Fishburne) become 
entangled in Hank and Hope’s plans. 

When disaster strikes, Scott defies 
the terms of his house arrest to don the 
Ant-Man suit and retrieve a stolen power 
source. 

His workmates at X-Con Security 
- Luis (Michael Pena), Dave (Tip 
“T.I." Harris) and Kurt (David 
Dastmalchian) - pledge their support, 
but could inadvertently hinder Scott 
at a critical juncture. 

Ant-Man And The Wasp draws heavily on 

Rudd’s boyish charm and impeccable comic 
timing to deliver big laughs. 

Plot is flimsy and the quest to rescue Janet 
from the quantum realm is unnecessarily 
protracted but the sequel doesn’t feel 
bloated at a buzz shy of two hours. 

Special effects don’t overwhelm the 
verbal gymnastics and stay seated for the 
end credits. 

Predictably, there are two additional 
sequences - a narrative cliffhanger and an 
amusing throwaway gag - secreted in the 
lengthy final crawl.

ack Stein’s Cornish chilli crab 



(SERVES 4) 
Ingredients: 

2kg boiled brown crab 
4tbsp groundnut or 
sunflower oil 

4 garlic cloves, finely chopped 
2.5cm fresh root ginger, 
finely chopped 

3 medium-hot red Dutch 
chillies, finely chopped 
4tbsp tomato ketchup 
2tbsp dark soy sauce 
Itsp Marmite 

2 spring onions, cut into 5cm 
pieces and finely shredded 
lengthways 

A handful of chopped 
coriander 

Method: 

1. Put the crab on its back 
on the chopping board, so 
that the claws and softer 
body section face upwards, 
then twist off the main claws, 
leaving the legs attached 
to the body. Now put your 
thumbs against the hard 
shell, close to the crab’s tail, 
and push and prise the body 
section out and away from 
the shell. The legs should 
still be attached to the body. 
Remove the small stomach 
sac situated just behind the 
crab’s mouth and pull away 
the feather-like gills (“dead 
man’s fingers”) which are 
attached along the edges 
of the centre part; discard 
these. 

2. Using a teaspoon, scoop 
out the brown meat from 
inside the shell; reserve. 

3. Chop the body into quar¬ 
ters and then cut the main 
claws in half at the joint. 


Crack the shells of each 
piece with a hammer or the 
blunt edge of a large knife. 

4. Heat the oil, garlic, 
ginger and chilli in a wok for 
one minute to release their 
aromas. 

5. Next, turn up the heat 
and fry off the brown crab 
meat, then add the ketch¬ 
up, soy sauce, Marmite and 
150ml of water. These all add 
savoury and sweet notes to 
the finished dish. Now add 


the remaining crab in its 
shell and stir-fry the crab 
for two minutes. Remove 
from the heat and finish with 
spring onions and chopped 
coriander. 

6. Serve immediately-with 
lots of finger bowls and nap¬ 
kins, as this is a messy dish.

Auctions power ahead while private 
treaties stall, says Auction House

HonestJohn.co.uk is calling on 
the government to scrap Insurance 
Premium Tax (IPT) for electric 
vehicles after it emerged that some 
EVs cost as much as 60 per cent more 
than their petrol-powered equivalents 
to insure. 

The move comes after the latest 
industry figures from January to 
June 2018 show that pure electric car 
registrations are down by more than 
three per cent compared to the first 
half of 2017. 

Data from the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders (SMMT) 
show that there were more than 
1.2million petrol and diesel cars 
registered between January and June 
2018, yet just 7,441 electric cars left 
showrooms over the same six months. 

HonestJohn.co.uk managing editor, 
Dan Powell, said high list prices, 
range anxiety and limited access to 
charging points have all been routinely 
blamed but the issue of highly charged 


insurance premiums has been quietly 
ignored. 

He added: “If the government is 
serious about getting more people 
into genuine zero-emission electric 
vehicles, rather than plug-in hybrids, 


then there needs to be decisive action. 

“And the government itself holds the 
key. At present, it takes 12 per cent 
off every motor insurance premium 
in IPT. 

“If it removed IPT from pure electric 


vehicles, then premiums would 
instantly drop and this would improve 
the incentive for buyers to swap their 
diesel or petrol for pure electric.” 

HonestJohn.co.uk’s analysis of the 
insurance market revealed that pure 


electric cars carry a hefty premium 
when it comes to comprehensive 
cover, with some models up to 60 per 
cent more expensive to insure than 
their petrol or diesel counterparts. 

To make matters worse, it is young 
professionals - the target buyers for 
most EVs - being hardest hit, with 
some insurers demanding more than 
£1,800 for 12 months’ cover. 

A spokesperson for the Association 
of British Insurers told HonestJohn. 
co.uk: “While on the one hand electric 
vehicles tend to be smaller and less 
powerful, they also need specialist 
parts and skills to repair so may cost 
more to insure in some cases. 

“But drivers can expect pressure 
on insurance premiums to reduce 
as the technology becomes more 
widespread” 

The government has announced a 
target for 50 per cent of all new 
vehicle sales to be in the ultra-low 
emissions category by 2030. 

But under its Road to Zero strategy 
there are no commitments for the 
decades ahead, saying it expects all 
new cars and vans to have significant 
zero-emission capability by 2040 and 
“almost every” car and van to be zero- 
emission by 2050.

GOALS from Felipe Anderson 
and Marko Arnautovic handed 
West Ham their third pre-season 
victory, although hosts Ipswich 
Town gave them a thoroughly 
good examination in what was an 
entertaining warm-up match at 
Portman Road.

A change of formation saw James

Patient, has enthused over the appointment of 
Garry Kimble as the club’s new manager, and 
firmly believes the new boss has the right 
credentials to help the Villagers consolidate after 
their promotion back to the Bostik North. 

Patient told Yellow Sport: “I’ve worked with 
Garry and his staff before at Burnham Ramblers 
and Witham Town.
